The licenses 
tod been lamed to run for a calen- 
dar year, and it wae up to the 
State Department to decide before 
neat January whether they would 

The poles in question are placed 
150 yards off-shore, extending ap- 
proximately 1100 feet out into the 
ocean, in two set*, and run from 
Fort Story to within a abort dis- 
tance of the Cavalier Beach Club, 
and again at the South end of the 
beach beyond 0th Street, 



Residents of Cavalier Shores 
were the first to complain of the 
incursion and only on the grounds 
Of being unalghtly. Subsequently 
the town council went on record 
as opposed to ttom, limiting the 
placing only from Port Story to 
0th Street The Chamber of Com- 
meree Issued a protest and extend- 
ed »to limits to Rudee Inlet and 
Port Story. A letter from the 
County Board of Supervisors ob- 
jected to the polea from Avenue B 
to Port Story. 

No Dumping At Beach 

The •question waa raised from 
the point of health in ogee dead 
fish were thrown back into the 
water and allowed to drift ashore 
with the tide. To this atatement 
owners of the poles replied that no 
fish were thrown back into the 
waters: that the nets were pulled 
and emptied Into the boats and 
the fish were taken to Little Creek 
before being brought ashore.

Shriners May Reject Beach as Meeting 
Place; Excessive Rates Claimed Reason 



Lock of hotel accommodations 
and reportedly excessive high ho- 
tel rates may cause one of the 
largest convention* ever planned 
for Virginia Beach to turn to an* 
other city for the three-day Joint 
session of the Mid-Atlantic and 
Southeastern Shrine Associations 
scheduled to meet In convention 
September 7, 8 and 9, with an es- 
timated attendance of between 
8,000 and 10,000. 

The principal objections cited by 
the Southeastern delegation were 
the rates quoted by European plan 
(Without meals) which asked for 
from $10 to 114 (and a few went 
higher) for two in a room. 

A Southeastern spokesman was 
quoted as saying that he could not 
commit several thousand Shriners. 
without forewarning them, to such 
excessive hotel rates for the ac- 
commodations offered. 



It isn't the rates, it's the dates 
that have caused the cancellation 
of Shriner convention plans at Vir- 
ginia Beach in September, accord- 
ing to Albin R. Mailhes, managing 
director of the Virginia Beach 
Chamber of Commerce.

Bird lovers in the community are asking added vigilance of all 
residents in an effort to protect the young birds just out of the nests 
from prowling cats. It is a known fact that one cat can kill 20 birds 
In a day and most of them are the helpless little ones. Spring song 
birds killed by cats run as high as 90 per cent. One needs to follow 
eats at dawn and dusk to see what they can do, for most of their dis- 
astrous work U done in the dim light. Another fact not generally known 
is that cats untiringly kill birds for amusement, even when well fed.

There is a smart magazine published in smart New York City 
under the name of "The New Yorker." It covers interesting subjects 
from the sutlime to the ridiculous: musical events, popular records, 
•n-and-off-the Avenue, Csili nteS fashions, the race track, and finally 
the March 20th issue devoted several pages to the hush-hush subject, 
the atom bomb. It casually mentioned the fact that "officials are un- 
enthusiastic about the idea of letting the public in on such macabre 
information because, as one man put it, 'people will get worried': 
People shure doo! 

But it is rather startling to And in "The New Yorker" so much 
information that previously has been 'carefully deleted by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, and by 533 members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives. 

"A Reporter at Large" quotes David UlienthaJ. head man of the 
Atomic Energy Commission as saying: "International affairs being 
what they are, we are making weapons— period!" 

The atom is the center of reality at the council tables all over the 
world. They seem to know "what's ours." No nation in the world can 
make decisions these days without thinking of the atom. 

Mr. T-iifrPt-hni told "The ew Yorker" "that during a war no one 
hesitates to make sacrifices, but that shch sacrifices would be un- 
necessary if the man got busy now . . . Yes, those of us who work here 
are a grim but hopeful group of people." 

The above is merely a peep fcehind the scenes. Whew ! 

The Administration and Congress do not discuss the atomic bomb 
in public. That is a circumstance which makes the whole public "won- 
der why." This writer has no wish to peep or speculate on the silence 
that prevails in the American Government. It is the most remarkable 
case in all history. Hundreds of thousands of men who are trusted 
with secrets pertaining to the new weapon of war are not saying a 
word about it to the public ear.

Both o fthese poems are by 
Paul Verlane.

This poem is by Victor Hugo. 
Miss Teyte sings these songs 
flawlessly.

Certainly, she reflects the 
teachings of great instructors. 

This artiste, who helped to give 
us an appreciation cf Modern 
French Opera, is going to sing 
Melisand in Debussy's Opera, 
'Pelleas and Melisande" in New 
York next month. 

Debussy said. "The artist 
should be independant of rules; 
rules are established by, not for. 
works of art." 

In this mood, he wrote "La 
Mer" (The Sea), a series of im- 
pressions based on these titles; 

From Dawn till noon on the sea 

Play of the Waves and 
- Dialogue of the Wind and Sea. 

Arthur Rodzinski a n d the 
Cleveland Orchestra have made a 
grand recording of this highly 
impressionistic ' piece of modern 
writing. 

He successfully recreates the 
infinite subtleties of the changing 
tempos of the Sea. yet avoids the 
temptation to become dramatic in 
his reading of this score. 

Debussy's "L' Apres Midi d'un 
Faun" is among his most melod- 
ious writings, almost as highly 
tuneful as his "Claire de Lune" 
Both of which have gained des- 
erved popularity. 

They are recorded T:y Leopold 
Stokowski and the Philadelphia 
Orchestra who gave the romantic 
interpret! tions that these com- 
positions require. 

Only a few years ago, Debussy's 
writings created a furor becaus? 
of their modernity. Today, we 
consider most of them classics of 
musical literature.

HOW ABOUT THE AMERICAN SCHOOL SYSTEM? 

There Is no question but what demands for more pay (or school 
teachers in rural districts and in small communities must me met. 
In Washington Congressmen wag their busy tongues and Administra- 
tion officials insist that special appropriations must be made by the 
Government to strengthen the American school system. 

The fdu?aMon»' organizations and committees join the chorus in 
behalf of the teachers. But local communities will have to meet this 
big issue, and the place for real help must ie found in local and State 
governments. That seems to be the real practical way to get timely 
action. 

There are practically 2 million children in the United States with- 
in the age limits of 6 and 17 years attending no school. It also appears 
in the Federal census of 1940 that there were 10 million adults in the 
United States who had less than 5 years of schooling. Bight per cent 
of the young men who were examined by the Selective Service in 
World War U were rejected for not having educational backgrounds. 

The Senate has been definitely advised that education lies at the 
basis of all forms of republican government. The making of decisions 
by the people can exist only if the people have some ability to under- 
stand the problems of government which are* presented to them. Un- 
less there is a satisfactory educational basis, there cannot possibly be 
hope for success in any democratic form of government where the 
people are expected to rule and to decide the questions which are plac- 
ed before them. When the Declaration of Independence said that all 
men are created equal, it perhaps made an extreme statment, but we 
have always felt that what was meant was that all men in the United 
States are entitled to equality of opportunity. No child can have that 
equality of opportunity, in our opinion, unless to start with he has a 
basic win^nnjn educational background. 



- THE MOON BELONGS TO YOU * CO. 

Secretary of the Interior J. A. Krug says the government lacks 
legal authority to declare that the Moon belongs to two Fennsylvan- 
ians who had requested the Department to ratify their claim of own- 
ership of the planet. The claimants, Robert D. Eaton and Charles W. 
Honhold, of Sewickly, Pa., have been informed that United States 
sovereignty does not extend to the Moon and consequently the public 
land laws administered by the Department do not apply to land on 
the planet. The ljmH claim filed by the Pennsylvanians read: 

"Be it known by this evidence of writing, that the persons of Rob- 
ert Dean Eaton and Charles William Honhold, both being of sound 
mind and body, do this day of the first of March, in the year of our 
Lord, nineteen-hundred and forty-eight, submit to the office of the 
Department of the Interior, for action or direction and forwarding 
to the proper authorities, a claim to that body of matter known to 
the peoples of the Earth as the Moon, the following description of 
which is quoted from an accepted authority, ;eing; 'the satellite of 
the Earth, revolving about the Eearth from West to East in a little 
less than a calendar month and accompanying it in the annual revo- 
lution about the Sun,' and further, that the aforementioned parties 
be granted all the rights and privileges normally exercised by a person 
or persons in ownership and partnership claiming possession of lands 
and properties through the processes of a legal office of the United 
States of America'.'-' So Secretary Krug expressed regrets.

DON'T CRY "WOLF" FOR EFFECT . 

There is no danger of the United States running out of oil or gas- 
oline in the forseeable future. That unequivocal statement was made 
n mid-March by Don E. Gilman, of the Western Oil and Gas Associa- 
tion. The facts with which Mr. Gilman substantiates this are of the 
greatest public interest. Despite' all-time record consumption, the total 
proved oil reserves in this country at the end of last year were nearly 
705,000,000 barrels greater than at the end of 1947. And, during 1948, 
the industry expects to drill 35,000 more wells. 

So much for the present. The industry must obviously deal with 
the possibility that on some future date our crude oil may be largely 
exhausted, and we may be cut off from foreign fields. Science has pro- 
duced and is now perfecting the solution to that problem. Oil Is hydro- 
carbon. And hydrocarbons other than petroleum exist in vast quanti- 
ties In our coal and oil-bearing shale deposits. A proven method exists 
for converting these solid materials into liquid form. Some authorities 
believe that such sources of supply may last for more than 2,000 years. 

There was considerable misunderstanding of the so-called "oil 
shortage" in some areas during the winter. la Mr. Gilman's words, 
"that shortage . . . was dislocation rather than lack . . . There has 
never :een a time when there was not ««ffligh oil above ground to 
meet the nation's immediate demand." The problem is to get the oil 
to where it is needed. And it is a problem which, according to all in- 
dications, is being solved.

MRS. FLEMMING NEW MANAGING EDITOR AFTER MAY 1st 

In line with its contemplated program of expansion and 
enlargement, the Virginia Beach News announces the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. John Pierce Flemming as managing editor, effective 
May 1st. 

Mrs. Flemming comes to the News with a variety of ex- 
perience in newspaper reporting, advertising, promotional pub- 
licity and executive management. 

Employed as advertising representative of WTAR Radio 
Corporation in Portsmouth and Virginia Beach from 1937 until 
1941, she developed and broadcast a Virginia Beach news pro- 
gram sponsored' by several Beach merchants over a period of 
four years. In later experience in radio, she was continuity editor 
of Radio Station w*SAP, in Portsmouth. 

Entering the field of newspaper reporting in 1938, Mrs. 
Flemming became a correspondent fcr the Norfolk Ledger-Dis- 
patch while continuing her employment as sales representative 
of WTAR. Adding further to her activities, she was, placed in 
charge of the secretarial detail of the Virginia Beach Advertising 
Board in the Summer of 1940. Continuing in this capacity .the 
following Summer, she was given the title of Director of Infor- 
mation and was placed in charge of the solicitation of funds 
for operation of the advertising program. 

At the close of the Summer season of 1941, Mrs. Flemming 
was employed by the Virginia Beach News as advertising man- 
ager, later priming other duties in connection with the opera- 
tion of the paper. 

Trained in executive management at Blackstone College for 
Oiris and with supplemental study at Smithdeal College, Rich- 
mond, Mrs. Fiemimng'5 experience and training qualified her 
for an appointment by the Virginia Merit System Council in the 
Virginia State Employment Service. Six months later, alter the 
agency had been absorbed by the U. S. Employment Service, 
Mrs. Flemming was appointed as supervising interviewer in 
charge of the Employment Stabilization Division of the War 
Manpower Commission's Portsmouth office. 

Coining under the jurisdiction of that office were the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard, with approximately 45,000 employees, and 
numerous industrial plants classified as essential to the war 
effort, operating in Portsmouth and Norfolk County. Under Mrs. 
Flemming's supervision, workers desiring job transfers were in- 
terviewed, classified according to skills and abilities and routed 
into essentia employment or were retained in essential jobs in 
which they had been employed. Chairman of the review board 
acting on requests for statements of availability, Mrs. Flemming 
investigated appeals and prepared cases for presentation to the 
Area office of the Manpower Commission.

struments. Thus, through the in- 
teresting and changing series of 
themes, the movement is alive 
with contrast. The "Largo" has 
achieved as great fame as any 
musical composition, being fre- 
quently sung as the hymn, "Going 
Home." All is serene until we heai 
the disquieting theme of the first 
movement, which is quickly fol- 
lowed by the reassuring calm of 
the "Going Home" theme, as 
though to tell us that peace will 
prevail; turmoil and strife are 
temporary. 

A very lively scherzo, the third 
movement of this symphony, in- 
spired by native dances, bridges 
the heavenly "Largo" and the full 
toned final movement. This is gor- 
geous in color, and after a stormy 
opening, resolves itself into a 
dreamy, song-like melody, intoned 
by the clarinet, which gives way 
to a march-like melody and robust 
dance rythms, wherein the "Three 
Blind Mice" theme is conspicuous. 

The opening theme of the sym- 
phony is recalled and developed to 
a warrior-like melody; a remindei 
of the slow movement is introduc- 
ed lest we forget that peace is th* 
aftermath of battle. It st:ides t. 
a majestic conclusion in powerfu 
chords and vanishes hi a sustainec 
pianissimo. 

Dvorak's Slavonic Rhapsody, re- 
corded by Sir Thomas Beecham. 
and the London Philharmonic Or- 
chestra is purely Czsch music, bas- 
ed entirely on Bohemian folk 
tunes. It is spirited and gay, with 
the overall melancholy that per- 
meates the Slavonic conscience. 

Coupled with this, delightful re- 
cording is a short composition by 
Dvorak, "Legende," a gracious 
composition, happy and liiim, 
with a sad central theme thai 
hints at past and almost forgotten 
sorrows, and ends gayly. 

Had Dvorak written ibut one 
composition, his "Humoresque," 
his fame would have been great, 
for nowhere in musical literature 
is there a more appreciated con 
xjX number. Beloved by violinists 
and enjoyed by listeners, its sim- 
ple, clear melody avoids over-sen- 
timentality by its cleanness. Our 
recording is by Fritz Kreisler, who 
plays it in top form.

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Withers, Hall And Johnson Agree To 
Removal of Norfolk Southern Tracks 



"Opposition" Willing 
If Residents Approve 

Edwin Hall. W. W. Johnson and 
J, Burfci Withers, candidates for 
Virginia Beach councllmanlc posts 
in the electiona of Juno 8th. today 
endorsed removal of the railroad 
tracks along Pacific Avenue, sub- 
ject to the decision of a commis- 
sion to be appointed to deeide 
whore the terminal of the tracks 
snail bo located after approval of 
the residents of the area decided 
upon has been second. 

The three candidates each made 
statements to the effect that they 
wanted their positions clarified 
regarding removal of the tracks. 
Hall reported that comments had 
reached him to the effect that the 
candidates opposing the present 
administration wore being influ- 
enced by business firms objecting 
to the removal of the tracks for 
business reasons, and said he 
wanted it made clear that he will 
stand on his own convictions, and 
said he would offer no objections 
to removal of the tracks if the 
people generally approve. Withers 
and Johnson concurred with Hall 
in this statement. 

In a three-way discussion of the 
question, Johnson said that he be- 
lieved removal of the tracks would 
do much to improve traffic con- 
gestion and would add much to 
the appearance of the town. With- 
ers agreed, saying that if the peo- 
ple wanted the tracks removed, he 
would offer no objection. 

All agreed, however, that the 
question of removal of the tracks 
and plans for the establishment 
of a railroad terminus, or a freight 
yard, should be submitted to a 
well-qualified commission of im- 
partial persons, who would inves- 
tigate the wishes of the residents 
of the area decided upon as a lo- 
cation of the yards, and, if the 
residents objected, would find an- 
other location, generally accept- 
able, which would serve the town's 
industrial needs.

A Tisket, A Tasket 
-Who Has the 
Audit Report ? 

Members of the Virginia Beach 
Town Council are busily engaged 
In preparing the financial budget 
for the fiscal year beginning Sep- 
tember 1. 1948, according to Treas- 
urer Richard A. Jones, while a 
diligent search for the audit re- 
port for the year ending August 
31, 1947. is underway. • 

Mayor H. Warfleld Leeke Tues- 
day wrote to the auditing firm 
commissioned to prepare the fiscal 
audit for the year 1946-47, ex- 
plaining that he previously had 
asked for a copy on several occas- 
ions but had been unable to secure 
one. 

Members of the Committee of 
Christian Women Citizens, engag- 
ed In a study of the town's finan- 
cial affairs, also are interested in 
securing a copy of the audit. Some 
time ago, they report, they asked 
Mr. Jones for a copy of the audit 
and were told he had not receiv- 
ed one. He suggested that they see 
the auditor, so, on Wednesday, 
they made a visit to the auditor's 
office. 

The results were startling. Ac- 
cording to Margaret Klepper, 
president of the Committee of 
Christian Women Citizens, the 
auditor was in Florida and Mrs. 
Klepper and her budget commit- 
tee chairman were told by his sec- 
retary that Mr. Jones had visited 
the office a week earlier and had 
been given all the copies of the 
audit except the office copy, which 
could not be located at that time. 
Mrs. Klepper and her budget 
chairman again visited the Town 
Hall Thursday and asked to see 
the audit, -Again they were told 
that the budget had not been re 
ceived. Mr. Jones admitted that 
he had gone to the auditor's office 
but said be had been unable to 
secure the audit report. 

To further clarify the situation 
and to be sure there was no mis- 
understanding, Mrs. Klepper and 
her aides said they found a tele- 
phone and called the auditor's 
secretary. Again, they said, the 
secretary said the audit reports 
were turned over to Mr. Jones by 
the auditor before he left for his 
Florida vacation and there were 
no remaining copies in the office 
except the office copy which could 
not be located. 

Mayor Leeke, still interested in 
the audit, also called Mr. Jones 
Wednesday, he reports, and asked 
for a copy of the report. He said 
Mr. Jones told him the report has 
not yet been received, but is ex- 
pected to arrive in the next few 
days.

Virginia (Beach ha* been paving through one of the most pros- 
perous decade* in it'* history. Wen as early a* 1938, the tide of the 
depression was beginning to turn and increased patronage was being 
reflected in the bank accounts of most business operators. 

The early iMO's brought several improvements in public build- 
ings and facilities. New buildings to house the Town's business offices 
and the police and Are departments were erected, as was a jail, a 
sewage disposal plant and an incinerator. 

For the past four years, during the period of the heaviest patron- 
age from out-of-town visitors and while' the Town was Jammed to 
capacity with year-around military and civilian residents, there ha* 
been little progress shown. Despite a recent increase in the tax rate 
to provide for an Increased budget, funds earmarked for capital out- 
lays for public improvements were reduced over the sums set aside 
In the previous year's budget. 

~ Puny efforts to repair storm damage to the seawall have resulted 
only in periodic waste of funds, and no constructive proposal concern- 
ing a permanent plan to stabilise the sand beach or to reduce erosion 
behind the sea wall has been offered. At long last, in a limited way, 
efforts are being made to eliminate a source of many possible danger.* 
by providing additional water supply throughout the Town and by 
adding sewage lines to some sections of the South end. 

Tax rates are prohibitive and are considerably higher than those 
In nearby cities, yet assessments currently are based on valuations 
established during the depression era, An over-all reassessment of 
property at BO per cent of valuation would permit a considerable re- 
duction in the tax rate and, at the sains time, would permit the is- 
suance of bonds for necessary capital outlays. 

In fairness to the Town Council, a petition presented by them 
to the Princess Anne County Board of Supervisors asking that steps 
be taken to provide for a reassessment of town property met with 
little interest and no action. The board said they had no authority 
to act on the petition, and suggested that it should be presented to 
the County Board of Assessors. Then the proposal died. 

in attempting to analyse the situation, it seems apparent that 
Virginia Beach's lack of progress in latter years results from the fact 
that Virginia Beach is a Town without a Plan. Rapidly reaching the 
point of saturation and swelling beyond her borders, she has mush- 
roomed into a fair-sized city and has grown according to the individual 
whims of her property owners and builders, without regard for an 
overall design. 

Many mistakes have been made, to the detriment of the Town. 
It is time to correct, them. In the forthcoming councilmanic elections, 
voters would do well to consider the qualifications of each contestant, 
m ability to perform the enormous task of building Virginia Beach 
into a modern, beautiful, well-managed city, and to vote for the man 
Wish a well-considered, constructive plan, without regard for his 
political affiliations!

Perhaps one of the most pressing problems in the country today 
is religious education. Other things have taken Its place in many 
homes, particularly during the war years and this period of re-adjust- 
ment. 

It is not the duty of religious educators to teach young people to 
expect good of every person or race; it is their hope to instill a per- 
sonal religion and religious belief in humanity as a whole regardless 
of race, creed or color. 

Four churches and 18 pastorates in Princess Anne County cannot 
be far wrong in a request for the continuance of the work in the 
county. The emphasis being placed on religious education cannot fce 
misplaced. J. Edgar Hoover, director of the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation, once said: "I cannot imagine my life in my youth or now with- 
out religion. Without it there Is only catastrophe for our country and 
all on earth. With it there is no limit to which our scientific progress, 
our industrial skill and our national strength may lead us." 

Hoover went further than that. Be pointed out the sharp rise in 
crime in recent years, and. for the most part all acts were committed 
by youngsters under the voting age. Percentages are high but the way 
to lower them in future years is to back up the work being done now 
through the International Council of Religious Education and the 
Princes* Anne group. In view of the far reaching result* it seems the 
local council can hardly afford to turn a deaf ear to the continuance 
of the work.

Highway Department officials 
roughly estimate the added mile- 
age at a,m and the annual ad- 
ditional allocation for cities at 
more than $800,000. Funds for this 
purpose must come from the 
amount set up for primary high- 
way construction, after money for 
all other purposes has been set 
aside. The WOO per mile will vary 
from year to year as primary con- 
struction funds rise or fail. 

senate BUI 234 allows incorpor- 
ated towns of less than 3.500 popu- 
lation to increase the present mile- 
age of Btate-maintained secon- 
dary roads to a total of two miles, 
and allows an addition of not 
more than V% mile yearly to the 
town's mileage. 



Senate Bill 353 increases the 
maximum load limit on certain 
highways, to be designated by the 
Commission. The existing 184100- 
pound axle load was continued, 
with an increase from 40,000 to 
50.000 pounds for vehicles of four 
or more axles allowed on roads 
designated by the Commission. An 
added penalty of $3.00 per hun- 
dred weight was imposed on all 
overload. This penalty goes to the 
State Literary Fund. 

Senate Bill 82 provides for an 
increase in the $4,000 per mile al- 
lowance for primary highway 
routes within cities and towns ov- 
er 3,500. in proportion to any In- 
crease In highway funds. 

These laws (become operative at 
the beginning of the next .fiscal 
year, July 1, 1848.

Data is being col- 
lected on the food requirements of 
the wild turkey and a study has 
been completed of the, factors In- 
fluencing the wateftowl foods in 
Back Bay.

Farmers Cautioned 
To Watch Right-of- 
Way Line on Roads 

Richmond— Annual Spring cau- 
tion to farmers about plowing too 
close to secondary highways was 
given this week by the State High- 
way Department. 

Sometimes it is difficult to de- 
termine the right-of-way line, 
highway engineers agree, but on 
most secondary roads it is 15 feet 
from the center of the highway. 

On roads that follow old turn- 
pike routes, the right-of-way line 
lies 30 feet from the center. These 
old highways had a guaranteed 
width of 80 feet when the char- 
ters were granted by the State 
hack In the last century. 

Section nine of Highway Regu- 
lations says "no person, or per- 
sons, shall dig up or disturb the 
surface within the right-of-way 
of any State highway" unless a 
special permit is obtained from 
the State Highway Co m missio n . 

If in doubt about the right-of- 
way, call your local Resident En- 
gineer, highway officials say.

One of Norfolk's local produce 
shippers. W. 1, ahsfer, has been 
on a one-man advertta- 
scheme for Norfolk truck 
for many years. While 
visiting at the office of the Asso- 
alatlon of "Virginia Potato and 
Vegetable Growers recently, Mr. 
Sharer related how he had been 
telling other produce dealers about 
the Norfolk area whenever he at* 
tended national conventions of 
wholesale fruit and vegetable deal- 
en. Mr. Bhafer has stressed thei 
fact that the Norfolk section of 
Virginia harvests and ships In car- 
load quantities at least three dif- 
ferent truck crops during every 
month of the year. 

Mr. Bhafer hastens to explain 
that there are a few states like 
Florida, Texas and California 
which ship produce every month 
of the year tout, according to him, 
there is no single shipping point 
within these or any other state In 



the Union which harvests 
ships produce in carload quantities 
every month of the year. Of course 
some of the states which store va- 
rious fruits and vegetables such as 
potatoes, onions and apples, do 
ship produce In carload quantities 
every month In the year, but Mr. 
Bhafer has reference to a ship- 
ping point where fruits and vege- 
tables are harvested every month 
in the year in addition to being 
shipped In carload quantities. 

According to Mr. Bhafer. there 
is one small area in Southern 
Prance which harvests vegetables 
every month In the year, but the 
farmers In that small section of 
Prance do not ship in carload 
quantities. They merely sell on 
small nearby markets, mostly at 
retail. 

Mr. Bhafer's claims for the Nor- 
folk area may be worth keeping 
in mind as an advertisement for 
our truck growers. Since our grow- 
ers are having to meet such keen 
competition from California on 
Irish potatoes, from Texas on

■astern markets every month of 
the year. Par example, during the 
winter months of January and 
February, when we would expect 
shipments of truck crops to be at 
the, low ebb. kale, collards, Han- 
over salad and turnip greens were 
received from this section during 
both of those months and, in ad- 
dition, a little cabbage and spinach 
was received during January. Al- 
so, during the late Bummer 
months when the weather is hot 
and truck crops tend to dry up, 
the Norfolk area growers still have 
something to sell. During July they 
are harvesting Irish potatoes, snap 
beans, sweet corn, and tomatoes. 
During August, snap beans, toma- 
toes and sweet corn are still going 
strong, and by the latter part of 
the month, early sweet potatoes 
may be dug. During September, 
sweet potatoes, snap beans and to- 
matoes are shipped. With the ad- 
vent of cooler weather in October 
and November, fall crops of Irish 
potatoes and snap beans are ready 
for harvest and sweet potatoes are 
at their peak.

It to his belief 
that the many small lakes and riv- 
ers we have in this area cause lo- 
cal showers on our fields which 
are scattered around them. Be 
can cite many years when vege- 
table growers south of us in North 
Carolina and west of us in other 
sections of Virginia had no vege- 
tables to harvest because of dry 
weather, while Norfolk continued 
to harvest snap beans and other 
crops.

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When shipments from Eastern 
Shore are included with those 
from the Norfolk section, we can 
claim an even wider variety of 
truck crops shipped during every 
month of the year. The Eastern 
Shore grows several truck crops 
which are either not grown at all 
or are raised in very small quan- 
tities on this side of the Bay. 
Among these are lima beans, green 
peas and dry onions, which are 
summer crops, and broccoli rabe, 
which is a winter crop. Of course, 
the Eastern Shore raises about 
25,000 acres of early Irish potatoes 



Shore does not grow to any eg- 

kale, turnip greens and sweet corn. 

The large variety of vegetables 
which can be grown successfully 
in this area suggests the possibility 
of Norfolk area truck growers di- 
versifying more }n the future if 
they are forced out of the produc- 
tion of some of their more impor- 
tant crops by competition from 
other states. Of course, farmers 
will continue to grow the crops 
that they know how to grow best 
as long as they can do so profit- 
ably, if and when California and 
Texas force us out of the potato 
and spinach business, however, it 
to conceivable that growers in this 
area will And other profitable 
truck crops to grow on their farms. 
At the present time they are grow- 
ing more corn and soybeans be- 
cause of high prices for these two 
crops. In future years prices for 
these two staple farm crops may 
not be as attractive. When such 
time comes, some of our growers 
may find salvation in raising oth- 
er vegetables or fruit crops.

Richmond — The restrlplng of 
Virginia's highways with bright. 
new traffic lines has been started 
m virtually every section of the 
State, the Highway Department 
announced this week. 

Worn thin after a severe win- 
ter, nearly 8.000 miles of primary 
highway traffic lines must be re- 
painted this year, highway offic- 
ials stated. Over 5.000 miles will 
be restriped with regulation white 
traffic line paint, while some 2,500 
miles will be marked with reflec- 
torized paint for night driving. 

Almost 100,000 gallons of pew 
white paint and 30,000 or more of 
luminous paint will be applied this 
Spring and Summer, 

Because of the difficulty of ap- 
plying paint on congested high- 
ways, 8tate Police and local offic- 
ers have stepped in to offer pro- 
tection to men and equipment and 
prevent weaving traffic from ruin- 
ing the freshly painted lines. State 

Troopers and the Arlington Coun- 
ty Police have already been of 
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the pavement tbi^**^ outfits on 
heavily traveled roads, highway 
officials said. Wherever, traffic 
density warrants, State Troopers 
wul guard men and protect the 
lines of white being put down* for 
traffic safety. 

Highway engineers regard traf- 
fic lines as one of the greatest ac- 
cident-prevention schemes ever to 
be devised for all-over protection. 
While some motorists Insist on 
straddling the white lines and be- 
coming a menace, the majority of 
drivers abide by the law and stay 
in a lane clearly marked, traffic 
engineers find.

Construction Is generally halted 
during Winter months because of 
bad weather which prevents effici- 
ent operation and construction. 
Also, construction during Winter 
months often Imposes severe hard- 
ships on traffic. 

As road-building activity was 
resumed, highway builders were 
plagued by the continuing short- 
age of steel for bridges. It was 
hoped, however, that most orders 
would be filled during the early 
Spring. 

Pour primary highway projects 
and one major secondary Job In 
Norfolk and Princess Anne coun- 
ties were delayed by the Winter 
weather. 

Contractor on one mile of wid- 
ening in Norfolk on Route 50, the 
Virginia Beach Boulevard route, 
was allowed complete shutdown 
during the bed months. This pro- 
ject will be pushed as rarfidly as 
possible with the opening of good 
weather, engineers said. 

Almost two miles of dual divid- 
ed highway on Route 50 outside 
the City of Norfolk and Princess 
Anne counties was elso dosed 
down from the date of contract 
until good weather to avoid dia 
turbing the old road during the 
Winter months. 

Widening of Ocean View Ave- 
nue, U. 9. Routt 00. wgg pieced 
under partial shutdown during the 
worst of the Winter when the con- 
tractor was unable to operate effi- 
ciently. Construction on this Job 
la now about 36 per cent complete 
and should show greater progress 
with Spring weather. 

The large three-level highway- 
railroad separation crossing on 
Routes 13 and 460 in Norfolk 
County was under partial shut- 
down during moat of the Winter 
when grading was stopped com- 
pletely to avoid serious Interfer- 
ence to traffic. Structural steel for 
the center railroad span has been 
received and is now being erected. 
Bngineers said they expected ac- 
celerated progress with the open- 
ing of Spring and delivery of steel.

dents of the town. 

Duly attended by party members from the town and with a large, 
delegation of Princess Anne County officials, the dedication of the 
Virginia Beach Community House toot: on all the aspects of a political 
rally with an added commercial element thrown in for good measure. 

The Virginia Beach Chamber of Commerce properly is an or- 
ganisation of commercial enterprises designed to bring new patronage 
and trade to member business orperators. If* operations do not in- 
volve politics, nor the operation or management of the Town's philan- 
thropic ventures beyond a benevolent interest in them as they affect 
the Town's trade or attract patronage. It Is difficult to see how the 
Community He use win contribute or detract from either. 

When political prejudice against a man in office subjects him to 
personal indignity, that is unfortunate. 'But when the prestige of the 
office itself, feeing the highest office in the Town, is lowered because 
of political prejudice of those in authority toward the office holder, 
then it is an affront to every citizen. 

Properly, the Mayor of the Town nf Virginia Beach should have 
lien recognized at the dedication of the taxpayers' Community House 

i the executive secretary of the Chamber of Commerce should have 
on the sidelines, if it was necessary for anyone to stand. 

Frankly, the job of attracting vacation trade to Virginia Beach, 
especially at this season of the year, is a full-time operation- If the 
executive secretory win stick to his job. perhaps we can keep politics 
ant of the Chamber of Commerce and the Chamber of Commerce out 
of politics, thereby benefitting to both directions. 



PBINCESS ANNfcT COUNTY SCHOOLS 

News from Richmond that Ctovemor Tuck does not intend to call 
a special* session of the General Assembly to appropriate funds for 
public school construction purposes comes simul t ane ou sl y with re- 
quests to the to the Princess Anne County Board of Supervisors for 
additions to schools involving total estimated costs of more than a 
tout million dollars. 

The Board of Supervisors has been asked to certify to the Judge 
of the Circuit Court petitions from the School Board requesting two 
agtotototoBl on the issuance of bonds for a d di t io na l school facilities. 

One of these, a request for a referendum in the Pungo District en 
the Issuanre of $100,000 in bonds for construction of a gymnasium 
god an additional class room, was presented to the Board in March 
sjajd wax certified to the Circuit Court on Monday. At the same time. 
• petttion requesting an issue of $325,000 in bonds for the construction 
of additional class rooms and facilities in the Bayside and BempsviUe 
schools in the R*mpsville District was presented. 

An $80,000 appropriation for construction of ad di ti o nal class 
rooms and a lavatory for the Princess Anne Training School, at Euclid, 
already has been approved; but funds for this purpose were to have 
been obtained through a loan from the State Literary Fund. Schoo' 
officials have been informed that this fund has been depleted but that 
their appHration will, be placed on file and will te acted upon as soon 
as money is available for the purpose. 

With a county budget totaling $738,736.17 in revenue from all 
sources, and with a school operating fund amounting to $457,018 of 
the total revenue, the expenditure of $505,000 for construction of ad- 
ditional school facilities will place an extreme burden on the budget. 
To this has been added the prospect that the $80,000 addition to 
she Euclid school is inadequate and demands for the $250,000 building 
originally contemplated may again be beard from the Negro popula-

by us. and a middle-aged Negro we did not know but who had a kindly

'iRow fur you twine, Cap*n?" he Inquired. "I might keep you 
from getting wet on a ecl' day." 

That was a little thing, of course. But we mention it because it la 
one of those little things that help keep friendship strong between the 
bast white people of the South and our best colored people— no matter 
how much violent demagogs. Northern and Southern, may try to do 
to break dawn such kindly relations. And Just such little things are 
occurring each day. For example., when a member of our household 
had to go to a hospital for a weak, a Negro servant who had been 
working half time voluntarily came whole time and could not be made 
to take any pay for the extra time and work, saying. "I shouldn't feel 
like a Christian If I did." Again, the writer's wife this week was one 
of the women from half a doxen white churches who not only raise 
funds for the nearest Negro hospital but Join In a once-a-month work- 
meeting to make bandages, towels, and everything they can for It. 

Som et ime ago a Texas subscriber suggested that we ought to 
observe each year a "Good will Day" whan every white person would 
try to do some good turn for a Negro, and each Negro for some white 
person. To this the reply came that such action should not be thought 
of as something ta practice on rare occasions but regularly. Right now 
we should especially like to urge the cultivation of such friendliness. 
In other sections there are men and women who would force on the 
South policies of compulsion that would hurt both races. In the South 
we have leaders who treat the rights of Negroes with such neglect as 
to make other sections feel that national interference is Justified. 
As Ralph McGill wrote recently in 'the Atlanta Constitution: "We 
wrote our laws to say that while the races were to be separated, we 
would provide 'separate- tut equal' educational, travel, recreational 
and other facilities. This we have not done." But this we must do. 
As the Arkansas Gazette wisely suggests, while we of the white South 
most oppose vicious forms of outside compulsion, we must accept the 
special responsibility that falls upon the dominant race— giving the 
Negro, proper educational, economic, and other opportunities "not 
because we are forced to, but because we recognize his right to them."

This great religious music 
drama was written by him to ex- 
tol the Christian idea of Ood.

The Governor declared further' 
that even If the Assembly were 
called Into session, it would not 
have sufficient information upon 
which to act. and he said he was 
not prepared to accept White* 
head's estimate that ilM.O0a.0M 
wax needed far the public school 
building program in Virginia. The 
Governor also pointed to a net 
debt of the counties on June 80, 
1040, of only $14,436,142. 

"This," he said, "is a reduction 
in nine years of more than $10.- 
000,000. These figures do not sup- 
port your assumption that our 
counties are overburdened at this 
time with bonded indebtedness, 
As you know, also there is no limi- 
tation on the extent to which the 
counties may assume additional 
bonded indebtedness for public 
school purposes if such indebted- 
ness is approved by a vote fit the 
people." 

The large appropriations by the 
last General Assembly, and pre- 
vious sessions, to the schools were 
mentioned, and the Governor ex- 
pressed the view that the stale's 
responsibility for maintenance of 
the public school system had been 
met, in view of the many other 
demands upon the state treasury. 

"If 'our people will teach and 
practice self-reliance, thought and 
frugality," he added, "they will 
find it within their power to pro- 
vide locally the facilities required 
for the fundamentals of sound 
education.'' 

As to additional taxes, the Gov- 
ernor said he had no assurance 
the General Assembly would favor 
them and for his own part the 
Governor declared that he was not 
disposed at this time to recom- 
mend any further increases.

George Washington, John Ad- 
ams, John Hancock, Thomas Jef- 
ferson— an these and the other 
leaders ta the Infant union of 
states ntayed a part an building 
the Navy and in the ftnal found 
tag in MOO of the system of ad- 
ministration as it la today. 

The Continental Navy waa 

founded In 1778, under the lead- 
ership of statesman John Adams, 
soon to become the second Presi- 
dent <of the United States. The 
original admlniatratiwtbody of the 
proposed fleet was composed of 
three men. Not long later an ad- 
ditional four men. Including Ad- 
ams, were added and when in De- 
cember, 1776, it was decided to 
obtain a 13-ahlp fleet, one repre- 
senting each of the original colo- 
nies, a boardman was added to the 
Navy administration body by each 
of the colonies, swelling the total 
to 20. John Hancock was presi- 
dent of the tody. 

Soon the committeemen fell to 
bickering and it was almost at 
once apparent that the committee 
was too large to function. An Act 
of Congress because of this, was 
made in 1770 that set up a Board 
of Admiralty which, to turn, prov- 
ed too cumbersome. 

Meanwhile that infant Navy 
was plagued both from the lack of 
a real guiding hand and from a 
lack of funds. 

In Philadelphia at 'that time 
lived Robert Morris, a financier 
and a man interested in the sea. 
He was appointed Superintendent 
of Finance in 1701 and wary short- 
ly after as the three-man commit- 
tee faded from existence became 
"Agent of Marine," the title which 
today is Secretary of the Navy. 

General George Washington al- 
so played a part in the first affaire 
of the Navy Department, although 
he was not officially connected 
with it. it was his constant and 
Intense support of seapower that 
kept the Navy going. 

The republic turned toward 
healing the wounds of the Revo

To avoid suspension of subsis- 
tence payments, veterans taking 
on-the-job training under the G. 
I. Bill must make certain that re 
quired reports reach the Veterans 
Adiminstration on time, C. O. 
Eice, officer-in-charge of the VA's 
Norfolk Office, said today. 

VA regulations require that on- 
the-job trainees under the O. I. 
Bill submit two statements every 
four months to the VA office hav- 
ing jurisdiction over their train- 
tog, Mr. Bice said. Cne is a report 
of the actual compensation earned 
from productive labor during the 
previous four months and the sec- 
ond statement is an estimate of 
earnings for the next four months. 

Instructions for flung these 
statements are contained in forms 
sent every four months to all Job 
trainees under the G. I. Bill with 
the exception of veterans taking 
institutional on-the-farm train- 
ing, the VA official stated. Failure 
to comply with these instructions 
may result in suspension of sub- 
sistence payments, he added. In- 
stitutional on-the-farm trainees 
are required to file gjgflSgf reports 
annually. 

These statements are incorpor- 
ated in VA Form 1949 which must 
be signed by the veteran's employ 

er-trainer.

Veterans Warned 
About Leaving 
6. 1. Training; Jobs 

A disabled veteran who quits 
training under Public Law 16 may 
not begin a new course under the 
O. I. BUI unless the Veterans Ad- 
ministration approves such a 
change as helpful to hie rehabili- 
tation, C. O. Bice, offtcer-in- 
charge of the Norfolk VA Office, 
declared today. 

"8uppose," he explained, "Joe 
Ooaks should walk' off his job 
where he is training under Public 
Law II to be a printer. He decides 
he wants to learn to fly and ap- 
plies for flight training under the 
a. I. Bill. Since flying an airplane 
could not help him become a 
printer, hie request would be de- 
nied." 

When a disabled World War n 
veteran decides to go to school or 
take on-the-job training, he can 
choose between Public Law 16 and 
the O. I. Bill, continued Mr. Bice. 
If the veteran elects the former, 
he has no right to reverse his 
choice later. However, VA may. 
authorize a change if sufficient 
reason can be shown. 

Before an ex-serviceman enters 
training under Pu'clic Law 16, as- 
serted Mr. Bice, he takes aptitude 
tests to see where his greatest 
chance of success lies. Then when 
he enters school or starts training 
on a job, he is aiming at a definite 
employment objective. If he fails 
in school because of his own mis- 
conduct or is discharged from a 
job for the same reason, he may 
be denied further training. But if 
indications are that he is not fit- 
ted for the vocation at which he 
has been aiming, be may be given 
new aptitude tests and directed 
into another field more suited to 
his capacities. 



Garden Plantings 
Delayed By Weather; 
Some Suggestions

era have been advised to 
carefully all the 
cultural practices to assure high 
yields in spite of the race with 
nature. This advice comes from 
U C. Beamer, vegetable gardening 
specialist, who also warns that 
high food costs are likely to con- 
tinue throughout the year and 
that garden produce will be neces- 
sary to combat them for moat 
fanners and homemekers. 

Mr. Beamer advises gardeners 
to select varieties according to 
needs for the table, for freezing 
and for canning. A chart of varie 
ties adapted to the three needs is 
available from the Agricultural 
Extension Service in Blacksburg 

He recommends grouping of the 
early, mid-season and late-matur 
ing vegetables to give space for 
succession plantings and for a fall 
and winter garden. Application of 
a 5-10-5 or 4-18-4 fertiliser at the 
rate of 25 to 66 pounds per 1,000 
square feet was recommended. For 
the fruit and leafy vegetables two- 
thirds of the fertiliser should be 
broadcast and worked into the soil 
before the row is laid off; the re- 
mainder should be drilled into the 
row and mixed well with the soil 
before planting. For root crops, all 
fertiliser should be drilled' into the 
row and mixed with the soil before 
planting. 

Plan the garden for a balanced 
supply of fruits and leafy and root 
vegetables," he said. "Avoid sow- 
ing seed too thick. Too-thick sow- 
ing results in waste of seed, waste 
of time and labor, waste of plants 
in thinning because many do not 
transplant successfully, or waste 
of plants left crowded in rows so 
they cannot grow well and yield 
high quality vegetables."
